GUSTAF LUDVIG ANDERSON 


Born Dec. 16, 1848, Halmstead, Sweden. 

Married Elizabeth Stewart Aird Aug. 11, 
1872. 

Ludvig died May 23, 1922. 

Elizabeth died Dec. 13, 1912. 

His father, Lars, died when Ludvig was 
in his teens. In 1868 he, his mother and a 
brother emigrated to America. They set- 
tled in Heber and he became a member of 
the LDS Church. 

He married Elizabeth Stewart Aird in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, Aug. 11, 1872. He 
was a farmer for several years, and owned 
a team of oxen that he used on his farm 
and to haul wood from the canyons. Later 
he was employed at the Abrahm Hatch and 
Company. (Now the Heber City Exchange). 
where he worked for 30 years. It was often 
said that people could set their clocks and 
watches as he passed to and from work. 

He was an honorable, kindly man with all 
the fine attributes of an early pioneer. He 
was particularly remembered for his love of 
the Christmas season, which he celebrated 
in the typical Swedish style. 

Ludvig and his wife, Elizabeth were the 
parents of ten children, five boys and five 
girls. 

His wife Elizabeth died December 13, 
1912. Ludvig died May 23, 1927 at the age 
of 78 years.
